Both law enforcement and family 
members of the victims had looked 
for clues that might have indicated 
that a vehicle had left the roadway 
and gone into the river. None were 
found

when authorities with no new clues 
decided to retrace their steps in the 
search for the “missing six.” 
Authorities had been searching 
for the six area residents who had 
been missing since May, They were: 
Lamar Junior Stackhouse. Angela 
Roberts Young and Eula Josseu Lec 
of Enterprise: James Anthony 
Reynolds of Webb: Valerie Jones 
MeCoy of Daleville: and Tamara 
Monique Ward of Ozark. The two 
men and tour women were last seen 
on Saturday, May 8, at approx! 
mately 3:15 a.m. when they were 
leaving an Opp nightclub. They had 


On June 3, a search and rescue 
team from Montgomery County, 
accompanied by a cadaver dog, 
cheeked the river but failed to get a 
“hit” from the canine trained to 
smell chemicals emitted by decay- 
ing flesh, Reportedly, the river was 
several feet deeper at the me of 
this search 

During the past weeks and 
months, several other bodies of 
water. as well as deep ravines, along 
the many routes that could have 
been taken had been checked and 
rechecked to no avail. 

However, last Wednesday was a 


different story. Divers found the 
burgundy colored 1986 Chevrolet 
with chrome rims with gold centet 

pieces Although it took divers onl 

about twenty minutes to find the cul 
after entering the water, it took 
recovery crews more than three 
hours to finally free the car and 
remove it from the river, One of the 
obstacles in the recovery process 
was in getting the car out of the 
water as intact as possible 

Authorities notified family mem 
bers of the victims as soon as they 
found the car in the river to msure 
they did not hear it from any other 
sources. They made the notification 
even before they were sure It was 
the Stackhouse vehicle 

After news of the discovery 
spread, the recovery operation had a 
Jot of spectators both from curious 
onlookers and the news media 

Once the vehicle was removed 
from the river, it was loaded on a 
roll-back wrecker and transported to 
the Alabama Department of Foren 
sics lab in Montgomery. There, 
forensic personnel will make posi 
tive identification of the remains 
found in the car while trying to 
determine the cause ot death. The 
fact that the bodies were submerged 
under water for almost five months 
will make this a difficult task 

According to Sgt. Walter Bowers, 
a spokesperson tor the Alabama 
State Troopers, “It appears that the 
six missing people were still in the 
vehicle.” 

He continued, “At this time, the 
incident is being investigated as a 
traffic accident, There will be an 
investigation to determine if the six 
individuals were killed in an acet 
dent or if foul play was involved” 

An additional search of the rivet 
by divers last Thursday (Sept. 30) 
resulted in the discovery of more 
skeletal remains and a watch that 
had stopped at 3:39. The time on 
the watch, if it was 3:39 a.m.. would

At press time no final ruling had 
been made on whether or not this 1s 
a traffic accident; however, all indi 
cations are pointing in that direc- 
tion.

“1 commend this local effort to 
combat illegal drug use, and Tam 
pleased to provide these funds to 
support this program, ~ Goy 
Siegelman said. “Such programs 
send a strong message that drug 
trafficking. use, and distribution 
will not be tolerated.” 

The drug task force is a multi 
agency operavions involving Coffee 
and Pike County Sheriffs’ depart 
ments. local municipal law enforce- 


ment, the District Attorney’s Office 
of the 12th Judicial Circuit, and 
state and federal agencies. 

The grant awarded by Gov. 
Siegelman will help fund two pros- 
ecutors, six full-time investigators 
and a fully trained drug dog. The 
task force expects to prosecute 
more than 300 drug offense cases, 
and to reduce the drug problem by 
half in the two-county area. 

Funding for Edward Byrne For- 
mula Grants is made available by 
Congress through the U. S, Depart- 
ment of Justice. In Alabama, these

Lovebugs & More 
Lovebugs 


Richard L. Petcher 
County Extension Agent 

Yes, those swarms of black- 
winged, slow flying flies that seem 
to be everywhere are lovebugs. 
here are several species, so not all 
of them look exactly alike. All 
have dark wings, slender bodies 
that are sometimes orange and are 
about a quarter of an inch long 
(from head to tip of abdomen). 
hese flies may be found singly or 
as two stuck together in mating. 
Periodically since the 1970 ‘s, we 
have experienced high 

populations of these insects from 
coastal areas through the southern 
half of the state. There are two 
generations each year - spring 
(usually May) and fall (usually 
September). This fall we seem to 
be “ blessed “ with a greater than 
usual emergence. Adults emerge 
over a period of two or three weeks 
and are especially numerous on 
tree trunks and in shady areas. 
hese flies do not sting or bite and 
they do not eat plants, They are 
nuisance pests. The larvae develop 
in decaying vegetation such as 
dead leaves, and help reincorporate 
nutrients into the soil. Larval 
development requires moisture and 
warm temperatures 

Chemical control of lovebugs is 
ineffective and not recommended, 
Patio foggers may be effective on 
adult lovebugs present in a small 


lant to wash lovebugs off vehicles 
as soon as possible because the fin- 
ish on the metal may be damaged 
if they remain. Just wait for couple 
or three weeks and they will be 
vone - until next spring! 

And remember, don’t let the 
lovebug get you

The Elba Tigers saw their football fortunes turn from bad to worse Fri- 
day night as the Geneva Panthers used a high-powered ground attack to 
pound the Tigers 53-6, in Geneva 

The loss left the Tigers with an 0-5 record, while the Panthers improved 
their slate to 6-0 with the win 

Elba kicked off to open the game, but got the ball right back on the first 
break of the night only two plays later when the Tigers’ Dustin Stinson 
pounced on a Panther fumble at the Geneva 22-yardline. 

Bradley Bowers moved the Tigers to the 17-yardline with a fourth down 
completion to Derrick Brooks, but the completion fell far short of the 
chains, as the Tigers misfired on the early scoring opportunity. 

Geneva was ready to run on its second series of the night, and needed 
only four plays to cover the distance into the endzone. Des Cox bolted for 
a 12-yard gain on first down to get the scoring drive started, then two 
plays later again got the call and this time raced 54 yards for the first Pan- 
ther touchdown of the game. Raphael Tyrues kicked the extra-point, and 
with 7:30 left in the first quarter Geneva was on top 7-0 

The Panthers got the ball back at their own 48-yardline midway through 
the stanza on an Elba punt, and this time marched 52 yards in six plays to 
extend their lead. A 20-yard pass completion from Drew Danner to Hunter 
Harrison was a key play in the drive, while the score came on a 16-yard 
sprint by Des Cox. Tyrues again added the extra-point, as the Panthers’ 
lead went to 14-0 with 3:31 remaining in the opening stanza. 

The two rivals swapped punts on the next three possessions of the night, 
with Geneva putting the ball in play at its own S-yardline following a 
booming 45-yard punt by the Tigers’ Brandon Salter. A 59-yard scamper 
by Raphael Tyrues on second down quickly moved the Panthers to the 
Elba 32-yardline, and five plays later Geneva was back in the endzone, 
with the score coming on a 14-yard pass from Drew Danner to Hunter 
Harrison. Tyrues booted the extra-point, and Geneva was in charge with a 
21-0 lead with 5:26 left in the second quarter. 

The Tigers got their second break of the night on the Panthers next pos- 
‘session when Cassius Wilson scooped up a Geneva fumble and rambled 
30 yards to the Panther 8-yardline. The Tigers cashed in on the scoring 
chance three plays later when on fourth down Bradley Bowers lofted a 5- 
yard scoring toss to Tim Ware. The extra-point try was blocked, and when 
the half ended 1:48 later the Tigers went in trailing the highly-ranked Pan- 
thers 21-6. 

Geneva began its first possession of the third quarter at the Elba 45- 
yardline following a Tiger punt, and marched 45 yards in five plays to add 
to its lead. A 32-yard pass completion from Drew Danner to Raphael 
Tyrues was a key play in the scoring march, while the touchdown came on 
a 5-yard dash by Clint Dennard. Tyrues added the extra-point, and the 
Panthers were ahead 28-6 with 8:15 remaining in the third quarter. 

The Panthers didn’t even need to snap the ball to score their next touch- 
down, as Des Cox fielded a Tiger punt at midfield and raced 50 yards for a 
touchdown, Tyrues misfired on the extra-point attempt, but it made little 
difference as Geneva was in complete command with a 34-6 advantage 
with 6:10 still left in the third quarter.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


Section 65 of Article IV of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama of 1901, as 
amended, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“Section 65. 

“PART I. 

“Except as provided in Part II of 
this section, the Legislature shall 
have no power to authorize lotteries 
or gift enterprises for any purposes, 
and shall pass laws to prohibit the 
sale in this state of lottery or gift 
enterprise tickets, or tickets in any 
scheme in the nature of a lottery; 
and all acts, or parts of acts hereto- 
fore passed by the Legislature of 
this state, authorizing a lottery or lot- 
teries, and all acts amendatory 
thereof, or supplemental thereto, are 
hereby avoided. 


“PART Il. 

“(a) Establishment of an Alabama 
Education Lottery. 

“The Legislature shall provide for 
the establishment, administration, 
operation, and regulation of an 
Alabama Education Lottery. 

“(b) Replacement of Existing Edu- 
cation Funds Prohibited. 

“Funds deposited into the Educa- 
tion Trust Fund which are derived 
from the Alabama Education Lottery 
shall not replace or supplant existing 
or any other funds dedicated or 
intended for the purposes of such 
Fund. 

“(c) Lottery Trust Fund. 

“The proceeds from the 
Alabama Education Lottery shall be 
applied first to the payment of the 
expenses of administering and oper- 
ating the Alabama Education Lottery, 
including, without limitation, the pay- 
ment of all prizes, without any fur- 
ther appropriation required by law, 
and the balance of such proceeds 
remaining after such payments shall 
be deposited, as provided by gener- 
al law, and held in a special, sepa- 
rate account in the State Treasury 
hereby created and designated the 
“Lottery Trust Fund” until such time 
as such proceeds are disbursed pur- 
suant to this amendment.

Corporation.

"The Alabama Education Lottery 
Corporation may enter into recipro 
cal agreements with other jurisdic 
tions for the operation and promo 
tion of games which are permitted to 
be operated, utilized, or conducted 
by the Alabama Education Lottery 

“(qg) Income Reserved 

“All interest earnings on monies 
in the Lottery Trust Fund shall be 
held in the fund and allocated and 
disbursed only for those items enu 
merated in subsection (e) 

“(h) Limitation on activities 

“The Alabama Education Lottery 
may authorize, conduct, employ, 
include, or utilize only those games 
of chance approved by the Alabama 
Education Lottery Corporation which 
may include, without limitation, the 
sale of lottery tickets; provided, how- 
ever, that the Alabama Education 
Lottery is prohibited from operating, 
using, or employing, or authorizing 
the operation, use, or employment 
ol, directly or indirectly, a casino or 
casinos and is further prohibited 
from authorizing, conducting, 
employing, including, or utilizing, 
directly or indirectly, any form of 
casino gambling 

“(i) Implementation 

“The Legislature may enforce 
and implement this section by 
appropriate general law. Any act or 
acts that are enacted by the Alaba- 
ma Legislature during the same ses- 
sion of the Legislature at which this 
amendment is proposed and which 
are in implementation and further- 
ance of the purposes of this amend- 
ment and the authority granted by 
this amendment, and all actions 
heretofore taken pursuant to such 
act or acts, are hereby validated, rat- 
ified, and confirmed as effective as 
of the date on which such act or acts 
were so enacted in accordance with 
the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
as amended, and as of the respec- 
tive dates on which such actions 
were taken. 

“(j) Nothing in this amendment 
affects, prohibits, or limits any activi- 
ty which was legal at the time this 
amendment becomes effective 
including, without limitation, pari- 
mutuel betting and nonprofit bingo 
as provided for by specific laws. 

“(k) The terms and provisions of 
this amendment and of any enabling 
legislation enacted by the Alabama 
Legislature with respect to this 
amendment shall supersede and 
take precedence over any other pro- 
vision of law which may conflict or 
be inconsistent with this amendment 
or such legislation, and this amend- 
ment and such enabling legislation 
shall operate and be construed with- 
out regard to such conflict or incon- 
sistency.” 


Section 2. An election upon the 
above proposed amendment shall 
be held, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Sections 284 and 285 of 
the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
as amended, and the general elec- 
tion laws of Alabama. Notice of the

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Water-Key to 
Good Health

Fat more fruits and vegetables! 
Fat less fat, These are just two of 
the nutrition messages people hear 
regularly, But there is one s ital cle 
ment of a healthy diet that many of 
us just don’t get enough of. Water 
That's right-water 

Water is an important nutrient 
and crucial to good health, The 
average person's body weight is 55 
to 75 percent water Some tissues 
are more than 70 percent water 

We lose water every day ina 
number of ways. It escapes the 
body in perspiration, exhaled watet 
vapor, urine and feces. On average, 
adults lose about 10 cups of water 
every day 

The water we lose must be 
replaced because we cannot func 
tion without an adequate amount of 
water. The basic recommendation 
is to drink the equivalent of 8 and 
12 glasses of water a day. But dur 
ing hot weather and other situations 
where you may perspire heavily, 
you may need to increase the 
amount of water you take in 

Try drinking water throughout 
the day. If you wait until you feel 
thirsty, you're already beginning to 
dehydrate 

A recent study shows Americans 
are drinking too little water. Only 
one in five drank the recommended 
eight glasses of water a day. 
Results reveal that the average 
American consumes only 4.6 sery- 
ings of water a day. A breakdown 
of average consumption shows 7.9 
servings of hydrating liquid daily 
and 4.9 servings of dehydrating 
beverages a day 

Besides water, hydrating bever- 
ages include juice, milk, and car- 
bonated soda without caffeine. 
Many of us are getting only about a 
third of the hydrating liquids we 
need, 

Few of us realize that beverages 
containing caffeine act as diuretics 
and actually contribute to water 
loss. Dehydrating liquids include 
coffee, tea, carbonated soda with 
caffeine, beer, wine, and other alco- 
holic beverages. 

Water is calorie-free, inexpen- 
sive, readily available and absorbed 
faster than any other beverage.

Commisson approves water system deal 


by Marvin MeiLwain, Editor 


The Coffee County Commis 
sion’s Monday meeting was almost 
a record setter, Commissioners took 
less than 
busines 


10 minutes to conduct 
‘xcept for the signing of 
bills, and it took a little doing to get 
a quorum to stray long enough to 
do that! 

Attorney Dick Whittaker 
appeared before the commissioners 
to obtain their permission for the 
merger of two of the county’s water 
systems with the City of Enter 
prise’s system 

He told commissioners that the 
boards of Goodman and Bethany 
water authorities had reached an 
agreement with the City of Enter- 
prise, and all the appropriate docu- 
mentation had been signed by all 
parties, 

“Because Goodman and Bethany 
are in the jurisdiction limits of the 
county, itis a legal requirement that 
We get prior approval by the com- 
mission, And that is why we’re here 
today.” said Whittaker 

Whittaker pointed out that the 
Goodman Water Board had amend- 
ed their Certificate of Incorpora- 
tion, and the first order of business 
would be to approve or disapprove 
that amendment 

The amendment dealt with mone- 
tary compensation for board mem- 
bers for their service on the board, 

The revision allows that each 


member of the board be compensat 
ed at the rate of $50 per meeting 
attended with a maximum annual 
payment of $800, and the chairman 
of the board being compensated 
$50 per meeting attended with a 
maximum of $1,500 annually 

“They have been serving without 
compensation for all these years 
and before it is transferred they 
wanted there to be some compensa 
tion, and this will provide them the 
ability to do that,” said Whittaker 

The compensation will be based 
on the number of years the present 
board members and chairman have 
served, A 

During the discussion of this 
action, it was pointed out that this 
action was done in accordance with 
Alabama Law, and it had been 
made known to all members of the 
water authority via public notice 
and meeting. 

It was also pointed out by Whit- 
taker and Dale Marsh, attorney rep- 
resenting the Goodman Water 
Authority, that these monies would 
come from the assets of the authori- 
ty and not from county funds. It 
was also stated that this would be 
done before the final transition of 
the authority to the Enterprise sys- 
tem. 

The amendment to the Goodman 


Water Authority's Certificate of 


Incorporation was approved by a 
vote of 6-0-1 with commissioner 
Robert Stephens abstaining. 


Constitutional Amendment Election Results 


11,568 Ballots were cast in Coffee County on Tuesday 


He noted that other members of 
water authorities throughout the 
county were serving and had served 
Without compensation 

The merger of the Goodman and 
Bethany water systems with the 
Enterprise system was unanimously 
approved by the commission 

Under the heading of old busi 
ness, commissioners awarded the 
bid for supplying traffic signs to the 
county highway department to Traf 
fic Signs of Jacksonville, Fla. The 
company was low bidder at 
$6,548.20. 

The annual bid for assisted haul- 
ing remained tabled until the coun- 
ty engineer can further study the 
bids received. Body capacities 
quoted in the bids needed more 
clarification or rather verification 

Commissioners rejected (after 
bringing it off the table) the lone 
bid of $11,400 (annually) for the 
lawn care of the new Enterprise 
Courthouse and elected to review 
the specs in the bid request before 
letting it out for bidding. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
requested a resolution from the 
commission initializing a federal 
aid resurfacing project for Co. Rd. 
321 from Co. Rd. 306 to Co. Rd. 
326. He noted that this had been 
done more than two years ago and 
these type resolutions are good for 
only two years. Commissioners 
concurred with Tindell’s request.

Tindoll stopped Phillips at approxi- 
mately 5 a.m. and charged him with 
reckless driving and driving under 
the influence (DUI). It was later 
learned that he was a suspect in a 
shooting that had occurred in Opp 
earlier. 

Reportedly, Opp police were dis- 
patched to the Childre Trailer Park 
at about 5:30 a.m, and discovered a 
man (McBride) lying in the road- 
way with a fatal gunshot wound to 
the chest.
